Lord Dunraven Objects to the Crowded 
Course Which Was Not Kept 
Free.

New York, Sept. 12.— Tho International 
serieB of raeoa botwoen tho Defender and tho 
Vulkyrio for tho Amorican cup, has on the 
whole boon extraordinary, and while tho 
reault ia aatiafaotory to tho Amorican peo- 
ple, two ub leaab of tho oonteata whioh mako 
up tho match woro not, Tho Defender won 
in a olean raoo on Saturday ; on Tuesday 
laat aho orossed tho lino behind the English 
boat, but waa awardod tho raco on a foul. 
,(1 o-day alio had a walk over, and to diy'a 
doourronoo wua all tho moro unfortunato, 
nob only because a groat crowd hid gathorod 
to witnoaa tho struggle, bub becauao tho 
woathOk' conditions woro auoh as to lead 
many to auppoao that of all days tho 
Valkyrie would bo in her elomont. 

Lard Dunravon had aaid last night, and he 
said it mosb emphatically, thab ho would 
withdraw hia boat on the morrow if an abso- 
lutely olear courao were nob provided. He 
claimed that during tho provioua racea hia 
boat had boon greatly interfered with, and 
as everything dopondod upon tho outoome 
of tho third series, ho adhered to that deois- 
ion ao closely that the Valkyrie merely 
crossed tho starting lino and then rotired 
from tho oonteBb. Tho Defendor, which waa 
well in advance when tho handicap gun waa 
fired, continued on hor journey and went 
over the courao well within the time limit. 
By her atraight viotoriea tho Defendor re- 
tains tho historic cup for Amorios. 

The raoo Boheduled for to-day promised 
to bo a moro exalting one than olthor of tho 
two preceding, for it waa to bo expected 
that every effort would bo made by Lord 
Dunraven, after Tuesday's disappointment, 
to score u victory with the boat ho had 
brought bo far. Yesterday tho Valkyrlo 
had been tuned up to the highest pitch in 
anticipation of to-day's contost. Ssveral 
alterations had been made, and those upon 
whom hor sailing qualities deponded wero 
prepared to expend every ounoo of musoio 
and skill to bring hor over tho lino a viotor. 

Lord Dunraven waa believed to have ex- 
pressed himself aa satisfied with tho decision 
rendered by tho cup committee on tho foul- 
ing of the Defender by his boat, and tho 
matter had been Boomlngly Bottled bo amic- 
ably thab there wao no question in tho minda 
of the general public that Tuesday's rooo 
would bo ro-sailod, and the fleet paaBing out- 
ward in tho early houra of tho morning ob- 
aorved afar off the Defender standing high 
up on her way to the lightship and not far 
astern tho Valkyrie, moving slowly, but 
apparently on business. It waa a sign that 
pleased tho hearts of all. 

At tho time thab tho yachtB oaBt off then- 
lines from their respective tnga there waa 
every indloation thab there would be a good 
breeze up to the time thoy got down to the 
Sandy Hook lightship. Tho hawsers wero 
oast off about tho Scotland lightship point, 
bub when the boats gob down to tho outer 
lightship tho wind had fallen to about four 
or five miles an hour and had shifted from 
tho aouth, southwest to west by north. 
Under that condition of breozo the commit- 
too saw that they could send tho yachts 
away before tho wind, out to sea, without 
any danger of touching land and they did bo, 

If the committee had undertaken to Bend 
tho boats to windward on tho first tiftoen 
miloB of tho courao, they would have had to 
shift tho starting point well down on the 
Long island coast, and that thoy doomed 
inadvisable. That tho course would bo 
windward or leeward and roturn waa indi- 
cated from tho committoe'a boat at 10:20 
a.m., by tho hoiating of the letter " C " and 
fifteen minutoa later tho gentlemen in charge 
of the raco notified the conteatants by the 
letters " D C C " that the courao would bo 
outward, east by aouth, which meant a run 
before tho wind ovor the first half. 

Whilo tho committeo wag Bignalling the 
Vulkyrio waa auillDg around without a club 
topsail aa though to notify the people in 
chargo of tho race thab alio was not satisfied 
with tho way in which tho excursion boats 
had congregutod back of tho starting mark. 
Tho Valkyrie continued to make little runB 
and tacks without hor club topBail and the 
onlookers to a man said that that tho Briton 
was not going to race. Just exaotlyjwhy Lord 
Dunravon had rofusod to mako a contest of 
ib did not appear to tho ob- 
Bor^era at the time, bub tho 
opinion prevailed that Hi.'l Lordship de- 
manded a little too much. Tho committeo 
when thoy saw thoro was a splendid opening 
for a start fired off a gun us a preliminary to 
notify tho Valkyrie that thoy wore ready. 

The patrol of stoum yaohtB aeoiug that 
tho Valkyrie demanded more room than sho 
then had Btoamod about liko furloo ordering 
still furthor tho excursion boats and tugs. 
All obeyed ordors and made tho opening 
wider still. Tho oommitteo then fired tho 
preparatory gun at 11:10. The Valkyrie 
had gone to tho southward of the lightship, 
which was duo to tho southward or. the 
position that tho committeo boat had taken. 
The Defender was then to tho wostward of 
tho line, and sho worked up through the 
lino and among the oxcurBion boats just as 
if sho hud no fear of them or anything elao. 

Tho Dofondor had up hor club top sail, 
BtayBail and jib and was ready for tho raoo. 
At 11:10 aho dropped hor splnnakor pole in 
position on the starboard side and gavo fur- 
ther evidenco of hor readineBS to contesb. 
Tho Vulkyrio had in the meantimo ehakou 
out a etay sail undor her jib and that move- 
ment gave rise to tho thought that sho wuo 
ready . to fight her oppjuont. At 
11:19 tho Defender eased off her 
shoots to tho fall and headed down to tho 
line and shook out hor spinnaker and balloon 
jib-topsail as tho orossed tho starting point. 
Tho Valkyrlo o&me up from the southward 
and rounded the lightship in a careless sort 
of fashion, crossing the lino within ono sec- 
ond of handicap time, tho gun proclaiming 
the end of the latter period being fired at 
11:23, two minutes after the starting signal. 

As Boon aa the Valkyrlo orossed sho came 
np into the wind and everybody know that 
she had quit. The Defender thon 
wenb ovor the courao, and as she 
was approaching the finish, Mr. 
Iseltn, tho gentleman who has been running 
her, yelled throngh a megaphone to the 
oommitteo boat : " Do yon wish mo to oross 
the line ?" Ho recoivod no answer and he 
repeated tho inquiry. Again no answer ; so 



the Defender went over at 4:04:36. Tho 
time as taken by the committeo reportod 
that Bhe went ovor the oouiso in 4:43:12. 
With the 29 seconds time allowanoe hor 
oorraotod time was 4:13:43. 

Whon the Valkyrie waa entering the Nar. 
rows, Lord Dunraven and Mr. Kersey oamo 
on deok, Boated themselves, and wero soon 
engaged in an animated conversation. Mr 
Kersey, on being asked for an explanation of 
Lord Duoraven'a aotlon, Bald his reason for 
withdrawing from the raoo to day had been 
communicated to the cup commibtoo in a 
letter which wob printed this morning. 
Soon aftsr tho Valkyrlo was safe at her 
moorings, Commodore Arthur Glennie, Lord 
Dunravon's representative, came on board 
the Associated Press tug and announced 
that the reason tho Valkyrlo did nob sail to- 
day was because of the non complianoo with 
tho request) containod in tho letter to the 
cup committeo, and whioh was sent with the 
speoial request thut ib should not ho opanod 
until Defender's protest had been fully con- 
sidered and judgment pronounced. 

Lord Dunraven'a strong denunciation of 
tho interference of the steamers with tho 
racora written Tuesday is as follows : 

" Gentlemen — Ib la with great roluotanco 
I write to inform you that I declino to sail 
tho Valkyrie any moro undor tho circum- 
stances that have prevailed in tho last two 
racoa, and for the following reasons : 

" 1. To attompb to start two suoh largo 
vessels in such confined space, and among a 
lot of moving ateamora and tug boata, ia in 
my opinion, exceedingly dangoroua and I do 
not propose to risk the Uvea of my men or 
the safety of tho ahip, 

"2. Ab tho atart of tho firat race tho 
crowding waa ao great that we could not see 
the judgo'a boat, and could not toll when we 
wore near tho line, and wero hampered by 
Bteamors, eBpeoially on tho race home. 

To-day, on tho reach home eight or nine 
atoamers wore to windward of mo, and, 
what was worse, a block] of Bteamera were 
steaming level with mo and olose under my 
lee. I Bulled nearly the whole distance in 
broken water from the heavy wash of these 
Bteamors. To raco undor these oonditlona 
is, in my opinion, absurd, and I decline to 
submit myself to them again. I would re- 
mind your committee thab, foreseeing trouble 
might ocour, I urged upon them tho advisa- 
bility of sailing off Marblohead, or some 
locality other than New York bay, and 
they refused to do so. At tho aamo time I 
would tcBtify to my full belief that your 
committee havo done everything in their 
powor to prevent ovororowdiog. The faot 
is, when a content botween two representa- 
tive yochti clubs exoites so much popular in- 
terest, and attracts suoh crowds of people, 
if the races aro sailed in the immediato 
neighborhood of a great city, and tho dates 
of the races and times of starting are known 
and advertised, ib is impossible to keep the 
oourao free from causes of exceptional dan- 
ger, and cleur enough to onaure tho proba- 
bility that the match will be decided ac- 
cording to the relative merita of the com- 
peting vessels." 

London, Sept. 12. — Router's Agency this 
ovetiing sent a requesb by cable to tho Earl 
of Dunraven for a statemenb of tho reasons 
of his aotion in withdrawing from the third 
race for the America's cup to-day. The fol- 
lowing roply has been received from New 
York: 

"Owing to the exoesaive orowding by 
ateamora at. the first bwo races, especially ab 
tho start of and on the last ten miles of the 
second race, I notified the cup com- 
mitteo on the 10th instant, request- 
ing thab the lobtor be nob openod 
until after a decision had boen 
rendered with regard to tho foul at tho 
start of the second raco ; that owing to tho 
danger of a serious accident by collis- 
ion with tho excursion ateamers, and 
otherwise, and owing to the absolute ab- 
surdity of carrying on tho races under Buch 
conditions, I Bhould decline to start unloas 
some arrangements were made to raco In 
clear water. I rcejuuated a postpone- 
ment of to-day'a raoo with a view of 
arriving at such an arrangement. Tho 
oommitteo found ib Impoaaible to concede 
thia. I then notified them that I should bo 
at Sandy Hook lightship thia morning for 
the purpose of giving the Defender a start.

ALBERNI, Sept. 12,— (Special)— A new 
discovory haa boen mudo in the McLaughlin 
range, near Mineral Hill. It conaiatB of 
twelve ledges of gold-bearing quartz. The 
rock ie similar to that of tho Alberni and 
MiBEing Link lodgca, in whioh froo gold la 
plainly seon and from whioh assays as high 
as $4,0UU to tho ton havo beon had. A 
party arrivod lato Ia8t night from down tho 
canal. Thoy report discovoriea of immonBO 
bodies of gold bearing conglomerate on Colo- 
man creek, closo to the Bhore of the Albornl 
oanal. Tho excitement horo ia intense and 
is daily fed by roports of now finds in every 
direction.

Next.

Ottawa, Sept. 12.— Mr. Smith, deputy 
minister of marlno, received a letter to-day 
from tho Attorney-General of Groat Britain, 
Sir Richard Webator, in which he stated 
that it had been found impossible to reap- 
point a Boloot commibtoo of tho Houeo of 
CommouB on tho rule of road at soa, during; 
bhe lato short session of parliament. There 
wore additional difficulties in the way, as 
several shipowners, membors of the commit* 
too, had lost their soata at tho last general 
elootion and ao wore no longer eligible to 
servo on tho committee. Probably, however, 
a commibtoo would be appointed early in the 
next session of Parliament. 

Tho Imporial committeo on tho manning; 
of British Bhips, Mr. Smith loarna from tha 
aame aourco, has not beon called togothor 
yet, but it is probable ib will be convened 
about tho end of October.

SALVADOREAN REFUGEES. 

Not Likely Extreme Measures Will Bo TakeB 
Against Those. Who Were Surrendered. 

Washington, Sept. 12.— The djplomatia 
representative of one of the Contral Ameri- 
can ropublica Bays tho Republio of Salvador 
will probably nob execute Bustamente, who 
was surrendered by the Nlcaraguan govern" 
menb aftor beiDg taken from an American 
steamer. He saya there la no doubt Buata- 
mct-te will be Imprlaoned, but in view of the 
position taken by the United Stutea in tha 
extradition casea of Ezeta'a followora. it ia 
probable Salvador will nob proceed to ex- 
treme measures. Ib is claimed Ezeta'B fol- 
lowers wanted by Salvador aro oharged 
with crimes other than revolution, such as 
murder, uraon und rapo, and it is upon these 
charges they will bo tried whon taken, 
Busbamento among tho number. Tho Cen- 
tral Amorican republics tako the position 
that tho judgment of the San Francisco 
court wub wrong in nob allowing Ezeta'a 
refugoes to ba extradited, und when any ol 
them falls into the ioaguo of governments 
they will bo turnod ovor to tho Salvadorean 
government.

UNEASINESS IN LONDON. 

Impression That tho Syndicate Cannot Go on 
Providing the U. 8. Treasury 
With Bold. 

New York, Sopb. 12.— The Kvoning 
Post's apodal London cablegram aaya : Tho 
Bank of England's coin and bullion increased 
only £287,000 this week, although tho not 
influx of gold from abroad waa £446,004. 
Tho dotatla wore, £858,000 in bars and U.S. 
coin j £200,000 exported to tho Capo ; 
£100,000 to Alexandria; £02,000 to South 
America, and £50,000 to Klo. Americans 
wore very dull to-day, the position In ro- 
gard bo tho treasury giving oause for the re- 
vival of unoasinoaa. Tho impression pre- 
vailed that the syndicate cannot go on pro- 
viding the treasury with gold except by im- 
porting ib, and that of course would be dis- 
tinctly unprofitable Other markets wiro 
irregular. Kaffirs woro off oolor, but Aus- 
tralian minos were buoyant.

COMPLETE SELF-GOVERNMENT. 

Claim That This Must Be Conceded or Spain 
Will Lose Cuba. 

London, Sept. 12.— Tho Havana corres- 
pondent of tho Times says : I have just re- 
turned from tho provinoo of Matanzaa, 
where I found sympathy with the rebels in 
all parts. Everywhere tho economic aibua 
bion 1b such that it is d fliculb for planters to 
obtain advances and they are unable to ob 
tain employment for the laborers. Honoo 
great numbora are unable to earn a support. 
An ox-Spanish official, who is now a planter, 
gave it as his opinion that the only thing to 
be done, if Spain would not loso Cuba, ia to 
grant a complete measuro of self-govern- 
ment. The Cuban loader of tho autonomists 
In the Colon district stated thab the autono- 
mists of thab diabriob rogardod bhe cenbral 
committee at Havana as weak and as nob 
furthering the cause of Cuban autonomy. 
Tho timo ia arriving when Spain must offer 
absoluto autonomy if ib wishes to keep Cuba. 
Maximo Gomez la advo,noing toward Santa 
Clara with tho objoot of allowing Roloff to 
advance into Mabanzis. Gon. Campos haB 
wired to Madrid nob bo Bond further rein- 
forcomenta. 

New York, Sept. 12 — Another vea8ol 
required for service in Cuba against the in- 
surgonts will bo bought in New York, mak- 
ing tho fifth bhe Spanish consul general haB 
purohaaed hero. Tho money to be expended 
on this ship has boon donated by Senor 
Antonio Gues Mendez, a wealthy Spanish 
morchant, of Havina. He follows the ex- 
ample of Senor Horrora and several othor 
Spaniards. Speaking of the purchase of 
those boats in this country by tho Spanish 
government, Prosidenb Palma said bhab the 
Cuban junta rogrots that the conditiona do 
not permit them to enjoy the same ad- 
vantages in this country as Spain. " Ib is 
brue," he declared, " thab we can buy any- 
thing wo want here, bub the difficulty comes 
in shipping to Cuba. Spain cannot only 
buy what Bho wanba, bub oan sond bo Cuba 
whatovor she pleases. If wo wore recognized 
as balligoronts wo would bo allowed to do 
tho same thing.'' 

WORLD'S RAILWAY RECORD. 

To the Editor :— I notioe in this day'B 
iBaue of your paper a telegram from Buffalo 
under the heading, " Railway Record 
Broken," in which it is said thab tho New 
York Contral haB coverod tho distance of 
440 mileB between Now York and Buffalo 
In seven hours. Tho paragraph claims this 
aa bhe " world's long distance reoord," and 
three quarters of an hour batter than tho 
record established lately by the west coasb 
route In the railway raoo from London to 
Peith and Aberdoon. 

As 1 have by me the Edinburgh Evening 
Despatch of August 23, I am happily able to 
correct this vainglorioua American misstate- 
ment. A train leaving Euston at S p.m. on 
August 22, roaohod Aberdeen at 4:32 a.m. 
on Auguab 23, having run tho diabanoe of 
540 miles in 8 hours, 32 minutos, whioh 
givee an average speed of 63J miloa an hour. 
The average apeed of the Amerioan railway 
is under 03 miles an hour, and that, too, for 
a run Bhorter by 100 miles than the British 
road. 

Tho fastost part of the N.Y.C. journey 
waa done from Syraouso to Buffalo— 149 
miloa in 141 minutos — giving an average of 
63 2-5 mileB per hour. The British line 
steamed 135J miles between Crewe and 
Carlisle in two hours ; or at the tato of 67:J 
miles an hour, and this In face of bho heavy 
gradionts at Groyrig and Shap. As this 
remarkable record only beab by eight min 
utes the previous day's run of their East 
coast rivals, it may be that since August 
23 the time has been yet further diminished. 

It seems curious that Buffalo railway men 
should not have hoard of this extraordinary 
journey. In the meantime it ia gratifying 
to know that they have been premature in 
their triumph, and that British railways can 
atill eclipse in speed those of any other 
nation, Including tho United States of Am 
erica.

There ia also to bo a oyanido reduction 
works eBtubliahtid here, which will fill tho 
long felt want of a plant to work tho refrao- 
tory ores w hich abound in thia sootioc. 

Tho Rjjv. Mr. Hulton held aorvioen bore a 
woek ago Sunday which wero voiy much ap 
prociatod by those who attended. Wo aro 
to have monthly services in the future by a 
Presbyterian missionary. 

The past two weeks havo been notable for 
the fiuo warm woathor, bat yoBtorday tho 
mountain topa received their firet coat of 
tho bDuu'iful, which has nearly disappeared 
ayain.

THE PKEVOST CASE. 

Preliminary Hearing Ilesuiiieil and Farther 
Adjourned Until Noon To-Day. 

Yestorday cho preliminary hearing of tho 
indictments agaiuBt J. C Prevoat was re- 
sumed in tho oity polico court. Tho Beoond 
charge, that of stoaliog §824, partly heard 
on Tuesday, was temporarily laid over aod 
the third was taken up. This was of steal- 
ing §1,565, in October, 1893. 

A P. Luxcon, barrister, of the firm of 
Davie, Pooley & Luxton, was the first wit- 
ness sworn. Ho waa managing olerk for 
C. E. Pooley on 19th Ootobor, 1893. He 
recognized a receipt which he had given J. 
C. Prevoat in tho matter ot the Leigh estate, 
on that dato, for $1,565. He also identified 
a check for the amount, drawn and Bigned 
by J. C. PrevoBt. The check waa paid into 
the bank to Mr. Pooley's acoount and waa 
not protested. Tho amount was Mra. W. 
Dowdney's sharo of a Bale of property bo- 
longing to the Loigh entate. 

Two exhibits wero then pr. in by tho 
prosecution, theBe being ordera ot court one 
aignod Sept. 13, 1889, authorizing J. C. 
Prevoat aa administrator of tho Wm. Loigh 
estate to sell lands belonging to tho BBtate; 
tho second, Bigned October 30, 1830, con- 
firmed the eale of certain land to J. Boa- 
cowiti. 

At thia point R. B. Brett, of the Attor- 
ney Genoral's office, idontlfiod a letter re- 
ceived at the Attorney-GonerarB office 
March 1, 1895. It waa from Drake, Jack- 
eon & Uolmckon and dated Feb. 28, 1895. 
(I'hls lotter referred to tho aocond chargo 
of stealing $821 ) 

Hero a alight difficulty ocourred. Tho 
prosecution wanted Mr. Aiktnan, counsel 
for the defence, to admit certain facts in re- 
gard to the letter. Mr. Aikman did not 
want to ralso any needless difficulties, but 
did not think ho should bo required to ad- 
mit faots. Ho would admit tfto lotter, and 
thought it solf-oxplanatory. Mr. A. O. 
Smith, for the Urown, wanted the Court to 
call Mr. Aikman aa a witneBe, but this Mr. 
Aikman aaked time to oon8idor, aa it did not 
seem ho should bo called to givo ovidonco 
ogainBt hie oliont. The Court allowed tho 
matter to lio ovor for a timo, and proceeded 
again with the hearing of the third chargo. 

J. BoBcowitz, morchant, sworn, stated 
that ho had purchased tho Leigh estate 
proporty mentioned in tho court order of 
October, 18!10, already filed. Tho lotB wore 
539, 539A, 5-10 and 548, and tho prico wae 
$8,135. He gave a check to Provost for 
$G,000 on January 13, 1891, having pre- 
viously given Capt. Clark, tho auotioneor, 
tho differonoo, on Soptombor 10, 1890 Both 
chocka woro paid by tho Bank of British 
Columbia and charged to wltneBs' uccount. 

G. A. Gorfin, accountant of tho Bank of 
British Columbia, produced a deposit alip 
showing that on January 30, 1891, tho ac- 
cuaed mado a deposit of §6,142, u portion of 
which waa a check from J. Bosoowilzof 
§6,000 Tho dopoaib waa passed to Pro- 
vost's privato account. Witness also iden- 
tified a check for §1,565.08 drawn on ac- 
count of tho registrar for tho timo being. 

Tho accuaod, to this chargo also, deolarod 
that ho had nothing to say ; and hia oounaol 
did nob wish to call any witneaBes. 

Tho courb adjourned to moot at noon to- 
day, then to again take up tho Booond charge.

A Hundred Ton Plant Now on the 
Ground-Active Development 
Operations. 

Speaking of tho mining development of 
tho Kootonay country Mr. H. E. Croasdailo, 
manager of tho Hall mines, yesterday re- 
marked that pooplo on the C'ooat do not even 
yet seem to roali^j thd magnitude of tho in- 
dustry. TaUo for inatanoo tho threo main 
mining districts, tho Slocan, that round 
Nelaon, and the Trail and Ro.aaland coun 
try. Those aro no longer in tho preliminary 
stages of " proapeots," bus havo woll dovel- 
opt (1 miucs tha*i aro constantly producing an 
immense quantity of oro. Speaking more 
particularly of the Hall mines, Mr. Crou 
daile Btated that tho tramway for carrying 
the oro from the mines milea to the smelt- 
er ia about completed, tile arnelter plant is 
now on the ground and by the beginning of 
the year the smelting operations will begin. 
The smelting plant will havo a capacity 
of 100 tons a day, and tho tramway 
will bring the ore from the mlnea at tho rate 
of ten tons an hour. Thoro aro 7,000 torn 
of ore now on the dump and 100 men work 
ing at tho mineB, Ono great advantage of 
the oro ia that it ia practically self fluxing, 
It averages across the whole vein without 
any sorting, and taking a very conservative 
estimate, between 40 and 50 ounceB in ailver, 
and 5 per cent, in copper ; beaidos it runB 
well in manganese, iron and lime, which will 
obviate the necosaity of other lluxes, with 
perhaps the exception of a little iron. The 
product of tho smelter will be a medium 
grado oapptr mar;to, running sevoral hun- 
dred (.uncea in ailver. TeBts of tho ore 
havo been mode in both Swansea 
atd Njw JerHoy and it has been 
proved to bo practically Bolf-an.. king — 
a most important factor In itB economical 
treatment. Ore bins havo been orecced at 
tho mine of 5,000 tons capacity and at, the 
lower terminuB of the tramway of 7,000 tons 
capacity; so that a supply may always be 
kept on hand and prevent any delays. A 
railway siding has alao been put in and 
every caro taken to make quick and 
cconomioal handling of ore, ooko and matte. 
At tho mine tho vein is being thoroughly 
tested by moana of boringa by power drills, 
whioh are oporatod so as to prospect the 
vein below the present workings. Tho re- 
sults are proving quite satisfactory. With 
tho smelter in operation a moanB will bo at 
hand for the ownerB of auoh proportioa aa 
the Poorman and other gold producing 
claims in the district to get their ore 
treated at home, and in that way the de- 
velopment of mining will be dlrootly assisted. 
A mill will probably be erocted In Nelaon to 
concentrate such orea before they aro eont to 
the smelter. Mining development Is going 
ahead vary buaily in tho Nelaon diBtrlot at 
present. 

TOWNS TERRORIZED. 

Desperadoes on the Lower St. Lawrence- 
Local Authorities Powerless. 

RlMODSKI, Sept. 12 —(Special)— Latterly 
the diatriot on tho south bank of tho St, 
Lawronco below Queboo comprising the 
country of Rimouski hae been tho aceno of 
the operations of a band of ten or twelve 
desperadoes of the tramp class, who as an 
organized armed body havo gone around in 
the day time from town to town and house 
to house, burglarizing and terrifying men 
women and children, forcing thorn to feed 
them after having robbed them. They ap- 
pear to be men in tho prime of llfo. When- 
ovor a door is refused to them they break it 
down, and at tho points of revolvers forco 
tho ououpauta of tho houso to givo up money 
and whatever valuables thoy havo. Thoy 
havo terrorized over St. Anaclot, St. Luce, 
St. Argolo and did just as thoy ploaaod, tho 
local authorities, when callod upon having 
been either too apathotio or too frightened 
to deal with them. On Friday they visited 
Ste. Plavlo, but tho inhabitants wore ready 
for them, having barrioadod thoir housoa 
rocoivod them with hot shot and drove them 
away. It ia said that an effort will bo mado 
to secure tbo services of a equad of provin- 
cial police.

WAS THE LAW DISREGARDED? 

Those of our readerawhotakeaninterestin 
civicaffairano doubt road Alderman Macmil- 
Jan'a ingenious letter with a good deal of in- 
terest. They naturally wantod to soo what 
the worthy Alderman had to say for hlmaelf 
[They muat have observed that he did nob 
attempt to show that ho regarded sub-sec- 
•tlon (c) of aeotion 21 of the Municipal Act. 
LThoobjjctof his letter, It appeared to ua, 
was to show that that provision of tho law 
did not apply to tho acceptance of Mr. Kol- 
lar's tender. He ovidently believes that as 
the sum of which tho one thousand and odd 
dollars paid to Mr. Kellar for pipe manufac- 
tured In Seattle waa a part,- had been placed 
to the oredit of tho Soworage Committee by 
the Council it waa not necessary to aBk the 
Council how its members should spend any 
p: rt of It. 

The sootion which wo said that Aldermen 
Macmillan and Cameron disregarded states 
tint the proceedings of atandiog committees 

ohill bo aubjaot to the approval of (Jouri- 
ol!; and no debt shall be contracted or money 
expended by tho authority of or at the dl 
rec'.ion of any euch committee in exoeaa of 
fifty dollara at a time unleBB first sanotioned 
>>y the Council in manner provided by stat- 
ute or by-law or reaolution of Council." 
Uow, the money paid by tho aewer commit 
tee to Mr. Kellar groatly exceeded fifty 
dollara. The committee did not apply 
the Council to eanction the expenditure of 
that eum for pipes. Alderman Maomillan 
evidently boliovea that such sanction waa 
not necessary. But we have it on record 
that several of tho other aldermen wore 
of quite a different opinion. At the 
session of Counoil hold on the evening of the 
3rd inat., Alderman Humphrey "certainly 
considered that tho matter should have come 
before Council before tho contraotwaBaward- 
ed.'' Alderman Hall was "astonished to find 
that euch a contract had been awarded 
without laying tho tenders before the Coun- 
cil " Alderman MoLellan waa astonished 



' you'ro another " i» tho worst of all poaslble 
arguments. 

Wo repeat, it ia oloar from Alderman 
Mucmillan's own letter that subseotlon (o.) 
of aeotion 21 of the Municipal Aot was disre- 
garded by the Soworago Committee, and 
notwithstanding his labored argument it ia 
not ao cloar that tho committee wao justified 
in disregarding it or in oonoluding that it 
does not apply to tho Kellar aontract. 



that tho Commlttoe Bhould do buainess in 
that way. And Alderman Bragg " under- 
stood that for everything over $50 commit- 
4eea had to consult tho Council before 
awarding contracts." Other aldormon, we 
understand, aro of tho same opinion. How 
is it that all theso gentlemen Intorprot tho 
law differently from tho two members of tho 
Boworago committee '; They have themselves 
been mombera of committoes and muat havo 
inown what tho practice has hitherto been. 

If Alderman Maomillan ia right and any 
atandiog committeo that baa a lump sum of 
money placod to its credit for tho purpoao of 
carrying on a certain work, can lot what 
contracta it aooa fit to thoso whom its mom- 
bera like and at what pricoB they approve, 
it ia time that tho ratopayora Bhould know 
it. Ia subsection (c) of section 21 of the 
Municipal Act to bo a doad letter, or is it 
only intondod to givo tho standing commit 
ieea authority to mako expenditure in omor 
genoioB to tho oxtonb of fifty dollara withoub 
the sanction of Council ? Tho point la an 
important ono, and tho sooner ib is authori- 
tatively Bottled tho hotter. For our own 
part we boliovo that tho interpretation of 
the majority of tho Council is the corroob 
one, bocauso tho restriction is salutary, and 
calculated to put a check on extravagance 
on tho part of tho oommittooa and to pro 
vent favoritism and corruption in tho lotting 
■of contracta. 

Alderman Maomillan adduces oaaea in 
which expenditures of ovor fifty dollars in 
amount woro mado without first obtaining 
tho consent of the council to oach epocifio 
tranaacblon. If our oorroapondont'a caaoa 
were all to tho point — which, wo aro Inform- 
ed, they aro not — citing thorn proves nothing. 
If ono committoo spends monoy wibhout 
warrant that dooa not justify another com- 
mitteo in committing tho aamo broaoh of 
law. Wo noed nob inform a man of Alder- 
man Macmlllan's Intelligence that two 
wrongs novor yot mado a right, and thab 



A SERIOUS DISASTER. 

Tho citizens of Toronto are jnat now in a 
bad way for want of good water and thoy 
are likoly to be so for some time to oome, 
As moat of our readers know, Toronto ia 
Bupplied with water from Lake Ontario. In 
order to got water froo from aewage con- 
tamination it waB necessary to get tho city 'a 
supply from a part of the lake whero tho 
water waa deep and at aomo diatanco from 
tho city. ThiB aource of supply ia connected 
with tho city by an immense pipo, which iu 
laid at the bottom of tho lako. Ib is oaay to 
understand that thia conduit is exposed to 
aooidonta from various causes. But tho 
burating or tho broaking of the oondulb ia a 
very Berioua matter for the oitizona of To- 
ronto. A week ago yoaterday, to the 
conatornation of tho citizens, it was found 
thab uuctioua of the conduit, instead of 
lying quioty on the bottom of tho lako doing 
their work wero floating on its surface. Thia 
meant that tho city's aupply of good, drink- 
ablo water waa stopped for an indefinite por- 
iod ; for, aa can be roadily underatood, ib Ib 
no easy matter to mond tho pipo and place ib 
in position again. A similar calamity hap- 
pened on Christmas Day, 1892, and it was 
some montha before tho waterworka of the 
city woro In good order again. 

The citizens of Toronto muat for the next 
two or throo months use water which thoy 
know ia very far from being pure, and it will 
take quite a largo sum of monoy to ropalr 
tho damage that has beon done. One might 
suppose that bo important a work as placing 
thia conduit, on tho Boundnesa of whioh the 
comfort and bo a great extent the health, of 
tho cltizsns depend, would be well and care- 
fully done, but an examination of the broken 
pipe in 1892 ehowod that it waa laid in a 
moat slovenly manner, and it ia more than 
suspected thab the pipe thab has just burat 
waa placed in position quite as carelessly 
The diffioulty in getting honest work done 
for oitioa in thoao daya is almoBb incredible, 
No mattor what precautions are taken work 
of the very greatest importance is liable to 
bo scamped. It is to be hoped that the 
work on the Toronto conduit will be this 
time honestly done. 

People in Toronto are naturally asking la 
there not a safer way of aupplying tho city 
with water than by conveying it through a 
pipo under water for a considerable dia- 
tanco '.' The answer ia "yes." A tunnel 
could bB bored undor tho bed of tho lake to 
the source of supply that could not bo in- 
jured by anything loss powerful than an 
earthquake. There aro many of the citizens 
who say, lob us have the tunnel. Ib will 
probably bo choapor in tho long run than tho 
big motal tube. 

A SOURCE OF DISEASE. 

There are alarmists everywhere and they 
aro always at work. Thoy aro never happy 
except whon they are trying to mako those 
who aro within the aphoro of thoir Influence 
misorable. It takes vory little to Bet them 
croaking. They see danger in evory occu- 
pation and every amusement. The bicyole 
is juat now the theme of their jeremiads. 
They aro trying to convince those who take 
pleasure in riding the bioyole that If they 
don't give up the amusemenb bhoy will bo- 
come ugly. They will got tho bioyole faae, 
whioh is not ploasant to look at, and they 
will become round shouldered. Worse oven 
than thia, the alarmists have invented a 
bioyclo disease tho name of whioh 
alone is enough to frighten a timid 
perBon. They call It " vertabra bicyclist- 
arum " — tho orthography ia suspicions 
Some one in mercy has simplified it into 
" the bioyclist'B spine." A young uian 



caused by fear. And it is, no doobt, 
with the wheel. The time comes 
when the bloyolist, man or woman, boy or 
girl, becomes as much at his or her ease on 
the bicycle aa in a wagon or on a parlor chair. 
Ab for this new disease, poople generally 
havo neither the t'mo nor the inolination to 
remain long enough on the whool to con- 
traot a habit of any kind, or to iojuro any 
part of their bodies except aa tho conao- 
Bfquenoe of a fow tumbles. Bub the alarm- 
ists must alarm and nervous poople hero 
and thero will gob Boared, but the healthy- 
minded will take their reoreation perfeotly 
regardless of thoir silly predlotiona. 

BRUSH UP. 

Would it do tho City Council any harm to 
rouao themselves sufficiently to make tho 
stroeta of tho city olean and doconts Vic- 
toria's atroets aro a disgrace to the corpor- 
ation, and tho citizens generally are utterly 
dlBguBted with them and aahamed of thorn. 
Victoria is a lovely city. It possosseB more 
of the elemonta of baauty than almost any 
other city that oau be namod. But the 
effeot of her cbarma are to a very great 
extent destroyed by her dirty, ill-kept 
strsote. 'Sheiallko a pretty girl with a 
ragged, aoiled droaB and a dirty face. Who 
would fall iu love with oven Venua heraelf 
ao attired and in such a condition ? A little 
aoap and water and a needle and thread 
judiciously used would make tho unsightly 
girl moBt charming ; and in tho aamo 
way the uie of aimple appliancoa 
and a littlo labor intelligently and taato- 
fully dirocted would brighten up tho eity 
wonderfully and mako it moat attractive. 
Mow in whatever dirootion one looka thero 
is something on tho Dtreets to offond the eye 
and to outrage one's eonae of what is fitting 
and decent, When will tho Corporation be- 
gin to tako a pride in tho oily ? Whon will 
they consider that ib ia a reproaoh to them 
thab tho atroets oro untidy and unclean? 
We do wlBh that a deputation of ladies 
would wait upon tho Mayor and Aldermen 
and iu thoir prettiest way beg of them not 
to allow the effeot of the adornments of tho 
city, natural and artificial, to bo spoiled by 
tho ragged, unkempt and dirty appoaranoo 
of the atreota. Porhapa they could coax 
the City Fathers into doing something 
towards tidying up the city. 

LAURIER SPEAKS OUT. 

Mr. Laurier is again accused of bolng de- 
finite and outspoken. It is in Chiooutimi 
this time. In one of his spooches, according 
to La Patrie, a Liberal nowapapor, referring 
to the Manitoba school question ho Bald: 
" I know I shall be called upon to fulfil thia 
engagement beaause tho Government itself 
oannot Bottle tho question. How can you 
expeot that mon who are sworn to suppreBa 
the Cathollo influence will ro establish the 
Catholic achoola which are tho source of 
that influence ? Thank God there is not an 
Orangeman among us, tho Liberals. Tho 
day when the people confido in mo the 
dirootion of the affairs of the country I shall 
havo but to appeal to tho Uhristriun senti- 
mentB of my party to render justice to thoso 
to whom juatico ia due,"

aa might bo expoctod from Mr. Laurier Ib ox 
plioit enough and allows vory cloarly whore 
tho Loader of the Liberal party etands or 
this Manitoba school question.

" Thero ia also no question in my mind 
but thoro are to day hundreds of oaaea of 
' bicyclo Bpino ' in thia city, which are not 
recognized because of laok of information on 
the aubjoot. I aay this becaune it la true, 
and because it may warn aomo who are over- 
doing tho aport. Reasonable exei-oiee upon 
tho whool cannot be crlticiaod, but I consider 
tho bicyclo moro dangerous than any other 
of tho many causes of diaoaso in tho human 
frame. Tho railroad train, tho horse-car, 
tho bookkoopor'a desk and tho sowing mach- 
ino have all produced diaoaaoB in tho human 
organization poculiarto themBolves, and now 
tho bioyclo haB added itaolf to tho Hat, and 
thero aro undoubtedly bicycle diseauos in 
course of development." 

It ia protty aaf) to aonolude in upito of 
tbo orookinga of tho orookerB that the 
" bioyoliat face " and tho " bicyollst eplno " 
exiat nowhere except in tho Imagination of a 
fow oranks. A modorato uao of the whool 
can havo no pormanont effeot on tho musoloa 
of tho feoo any moro than a moderate use of 
tho saddlo horae. If the expression of tho 
faco of tho person who la learning to ride 
on horsobaak, particularly whon tho horso 
ahowa any signs of rostivoneas, woro to bo- 
como permanent quito a number of tho boau- 
tlful ladioB and handsome mon that ono 
moota would boporfeot frights. But aa ovory- 
ono knows, whon tho loarner becomes used 
to the horso hla norvousneaa disappears and 
with It tho oxprosBlon of oountenanoo

Some Peculiarities of Icebergs. 
Derelicts and icebergs are among tho 
dangers to which vessels aro constantly 
exposed, tho latter boing perhaps the 
more formidablo of tho two, because 
thero aro moro of them at certain sea- 
sons, and thoro is no telling when one 
of thoso monsters may if- ,<vo insight. 
An ordinary iceberg shows one-ninth of 
its bulk above water. During tho pres- 
ent season a number of these masses of 
ice — a t least 100 foot high — have been 
encountered by steamships. It is scarcely 
possible to imagine an iceberg with 900 
feet of its bulk below water. One cap- 
tain reports having seen an enormous 
field of ice at least 300 feet high and 
2,000 feet long. It had evidently bur. 
just turned over, as tho upper portion 
was full of sharp angles and points, and 
tho water was trickling down its side. 
Cno of tho greatest dangers from ico- 
bergs is being in their vicinity when 
they turn over. Tho sea currents wash 
and melt them into all sorts of fantastic 
figures and points. They melt below so 
much more rapidly than above that the 
center of gravity becomes disturbed, and 
thoy turn with tremendous force. Some- 
times tho disturbance is almost equal to 
a tidal wave and is sufficient to upset 
any small craft thai may be in its way. 
— Now York Ledger.

WASHING THE DISHES, 

Is a Klglit and a Wrong Way In 
This Prosaic Occupation. 

Wiih a view to assisting readers to 
tho right way is here appended in brief 
tin extended dissertation on the washing 
of dishes which recently appeared in 
some of tho weekly exchanges. As res- 
cued from its circumlocution and pre- 
sented in Good Housekeeping, tho stib- 
stanco of tho instructions given was as 
follows": 

Tho articles required for a dishwash- 
ing equipment comprise a clean sink, 
plenty of hot water, a high grade soap 
without an excess of soda, a dish drain- 
er and plenty of room for handling the 
work, dishcloths and mops, a cako of 
sapolio, a bottle of diluted ammonia, a 
knifo cleaner and plenty of clean, dry 
towels. When the dishes have been 
placed in tho suds, they should be im- 
mediately washed out, rinsed and 
wipod. Leaving them in tho soapy wa- 
ter has st tendency to injure tho glaze. 
Beforo commencing operations see that, 
tho cups and glosses are emptied of any 
surplus fluids, and that other dishes are 
freed from remnants of tho feast, wheth- 
er fluids, semifluids or solids. Wash the 
dishes of ono kind together, for tho rea- 
son that, apart, from less liability to 
damage, they go together through all 
tho subsequent stages and reduce the 
labor of handling to a minimum. 

Begin with t hi' glassware, following 
with the liner china'. By this time it is 
likely that the suds will be too cool for 
efficient service. In that case it may bo 
brought to tin' right temperature by add- 
ing more hot water and a little soap. 
Take the silver next, and after washing 
placo it upon tho drainer, rinsing it by 
pouring hot water upon it from n pitch- 
er. Tho same process may ho pursued 
in regard to other dishes Mid is a very 
excellent method of rinsing, but with 
fino china euro is to bo taken that the 
water is not too hot, else tho vessels 
may bo cracked. 

Carrying on the system thus far in- 
dicated, the remainder of the task will 
be found comparatively easy. Ono class 
of dishes at a time is to bo taken, deftly 
washed and passed on, tho suds being 
changed or ro-enforeed as often as it 
loses heat. All tho dishes and appurte- 
nances of the table which are used and 
handled should bo washed after each 
meal. 

After tho dishes aro out of tho way 
comes the cutlery. This should be 
rinsed, wiped, scoured and again wiped 
to romovo any traces of tho polishing 
material. This scouring is not by any 
means a formidablo process if proper 
appliances are provided, but, in that 
connection it should bo bomo in mind 
to placo the blade flat upon tho scour- 
ing board to avoid strain upon tho han- 
dles, and in tho washing handles of 
knives or forks should novor bo im- 
mersed in hot water. They should bo 
quickly washed over and wiped dry. It 
also may not bo amiss to suggest tho 
importance of giving prompt attention 
to tho insidu of articles liko pitchers, 
mugs and cups. Tho difficulty of access 
emphasizes tho necessity of care and 
promptness, Sedimentary stains are 
easily removed on the first day, they 
"stick like a brother, " on tho second, 
and afterward seem to have become al- 
most a part of tho fiber of tho material. 



How to Clean Straw flatting. 

Straw mattings can bo cleansed from 
dust by wiping with a cloth wrung out 
of stilt water. If white, this prevents 
their turning yellow, and if colored 
their fading. The water should bo cold, 
with a small handful of salt dissolved 
in a pailful. 

Currant Cakes. 

Half a cupful butter, a cupful of sug- 
ar, an egg, ~ titblespoonfnls milk, hall 
a capful currants, 2 small teaspoonfuls 
baking powder and flour to make a very 
stiff batter, ilea]) in small mounds on 
buttered paper and bake 15 minutes.

holding the fullness at the waist in hack 
under a prettily looped bow and ends. 
Tho full bishop sleeves aro gathered top 
and bottom, wristbands of good width, 
through which the hands can bo easily 
slippod, finishing tho wrists. A stand- 
ing collar, or band, finishes tho neck. 
The utility and durability of these 
aprons make them popular with moth- 
ers, as in hot weather thoy can take the 
placo of a dress for morning and or- 
dinary wear. 

Dainty aprons may be made in this 
stylo from white dimity, nainsook, lawn 
or cross barred muslin and trimmed 
with embroidery or lace edging.

Tho Deaths In Honolulu Traced to a I'artak. 
Ing of Poisonous Food. 

Auckland, NewZsaland, Sept. 11— The 
British ateamor Maripoau, whioh lof b San 
Franolsoo Auguat '22 for Honolulu, Auck- 
land and Sydney, arrived here yeBtorday. 
Her captain roportod that at Honolulu ho 
learned that tho oholera aoaro which had 
provailod there and which waa tho subject of 
a dlapatch from Mr. Mills, United Statoa 
consul-general at Honolulu, to tho State 
depurtmont at Washington City, hadpaBsed 
ovor.

It was 
the wonderful profits accruing from these 
two first mentioned properties which ron- 
deied Trail Creek famouB and acoounted for 
tho remarkablo growth of Roealand, which 
is located within u stono's throw from thoir 
workings. The party received every courtosy 
from the superintendents of the minos 
and by their own observation woro con- 
vinced of the gonuinenesB of tho district's 
wealth, though time prevented them from 
seeing a fractional part of its mineral ro- 
aourcoa. Lato on Wednesday afternoon the 
party ro-ombarked on tho Nakusp for Rob- 
eon, on the C. & K. Ry , en route for Nol- 
aon, in company with R. E. Lomon, Mesars. 
Prior and Caseidy remaining over at Rosa- 
land. Against the swift current of the 
Columbia, tho Nakusp showed her 
excollonb atoaming qualities, and 
Robson wa8 made in romarkably short 
timo. On board tho Nakusp at Robson the 
C. & K. Navigation Company barquettod 
the party in a princoly fashion, when Com- 
modoro Troup diealosed himself as tho it oat 
happy of entortainors, ond Mr. Tomkine, 
tho steward of tho Nakusp, ably auataining 
his reputation aB thu first of chefa. 

While discussing tho wines, President 
Ker requested tho attendanoo of tho officers 
of the steamer, and Commodore Troup, 
Captain Goro, Purser Anderson and Steward 



Tompkins 'lined up to receivo the vordiot of 
the entertained. Mr. Ker then thanked tho 
company and its officers for their unstinted 
kindnesB and hospitality and complimented 
tho oompany and its officers upon iho 
poesoBBion of their handsome Bteamor. He 
reviewed the commercial situation respecting 
the Kootonay and the cobs', and referred to 
tho number of pointB whioh, ho confessed, 
tho business men of tho coast had over- 
looked. Ho expressed himself aa ploaaurubly 
surprised at what he had already seen and 
heard since tho trip had boon undertaken, 
and expressed uncertainty as to what would 
become of tho party if the rovolationa con- 
tinued to present themaelves aa the trip waB 
continued. 

Tho secretary of the board read an im. 
promptu complimentary addreBB to tho 
oompany and its officers, whioh was followed 
by u toast) of prosperity and hoalth. Com- 
modore Troup made a very happy reply, his 
remarks being reaelvod with muoh applauao. 
Ho waa followod by the other officors 
and the dinner waa rounded off 
with aonga and ohorus. The party 
arrived at Nelson at midnight on Wednes- 
day. There is a banquet awaiting them at 
Nol8on Friday evening, and another at 
Kaelo, and fearing that they cannot got 
away from their entertainers, there Is evory 
likelihood that tho Spokauo trip will ba 
abindoned. '

The oleotion for a member of parliament 
for tho city of Limerick in place of John 
Daly, whose oleotion waa deolarel illegal be- 
cause ho io undergoing a aontonoo of im- 
prisonment as a dynamiter, was held to-day. 
F. A. O'Keofo, MoCurthyrite, rocoived 
1,836 votes, and J. Nolan, Parnellito, 1,752. 

Tho weekly statement of the Bank of 
England, isaued to-day, shows tho follow- 
ing changes as compared with previous 
account : Total roasrvo, increased, £532,- 
000; circulation, d ^creased, £215,000 ; bul- 
lion, increased, £2S(i,9G7 ; other Becurities, 
decroasod, £85,000 ; other deposits, in- 
creased, £527,000 j publio deposits, de- 
creaaed, £79,000 ; notoB reBorve, inorouaod, 
£912.000 ; government securities, decreased, 
£3,000. Tho proportion of tho Bank of 
England's rate of ros6rvo to liability, which 
last week waB 58 OS por cent,, is now GO 38 
par cent.
